I. Regardless of the outcome of the present survey* 1 
believe that every effort sboald bo made at every level to 
facilitate communications between intelligence personnel and 
officers of USIA. Only by a continuous exchange of ideas and 
information can each know what the other has to offer. It is 
difficult to say how the problem of meeting the intelligence needs 
of USD or oven the problem of defining USIA intelligence needs 
can ever /be solved as Kong as intelligence personnel look upon 
PAOs and ether officers of the government outside the intelligence 
community to be second class citisens . 
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
